for the Philippine* Outlined* 


W ashington. May IO— The revival of j 
the talk of an extra session of congress 
has more bohind it than idle gossip. The 
contingency of such a session has been 
discussed at a cabinet meeting and a 
mem ber of that br) ly who was present 
at the time is authority for the state­ 
m ent th at the president’* mind isjstrong* 
ly inclined toward such a move. 
Two 
reasons chiefly control the president in, 
this m atter. 
He wishes the policy of 
the government with respect to the Phil-• 
ippinos defined and the currency ques-1 
ti os disposed of before the party enter* 
the Campti ga of 1900, 
The president has declared his belief, 
I to ais auvisers tau t peace will be estab- j 
I U*hed In the Philippines w ithin the next 
■ BO day*, and thai the ownership and 
possession of those islands will no longer 
i be disputed. This subject coming to him 
so soon, lie does not care to form ulate a 
policy w.tli im p e d to their government, 
the deer** of home rule to be granted to 
them without the aid of congress, in 
whoa* hands he placed the whole sub­ 
ject ii. his message to th at lvxly. 
The president is unw illing to do any­ 
thing that will lessen the present abun­ 
dant prospects of WI POW for bis party 
in the coming campaign. 
He feels th at 
looking like delay and indecision will 
have a bud * fToct. 
For this reason be 
w ants the whole country to know be­ 
fore 1900 exactly w hat the policy of the 
governm ent will be w ith respect to pos­ 
sessions in the far east. 
Another powerful controlling motive 
th at Is actuating the president, is his 
strong d>»*ire to have an early and posi­ 
tive action taken with regard to the cur­ 
rency question.
